To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Chanctonbury  Rural  District  Council 

I submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1972,  compiled  in 
accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Public  Health  Officers 
Regulations  1959  and  the  Department  of  Health  and  Social 
Security  Circular  1/73* 

The  estimated  Mid-Year  Home  Population  of  Chanctonbury  was 
28,910,  being  6IO  more  than  in  1971* 

The  adjusted  Birth  Rate  was  14.4  (England  and  Wales  l4.8) 
compared  with  18.2  in  1971  (England  and  Wales  I6.O).  The 
illegitmate  births  numbered  23  and  formed  7%  of  all  live  births 
(England  and  Wales  99^). 

The  adjusted  Death  Rate  was  10.1  (England  and  Wales  12.1) 
compared  with  8.7  for  1971  (England  and  Wales  11,6).  The  cancer 
death  rate  was  3.4  (2.6  in  1971)*  The  deaths  from  cancer 
represented  25*4^  of  deaths  from  all  causes  (21%  in  1971) • 

The  death  rate  from  Ischaemic  Heart  Disease  was  3*6  (3*0  in 
1971) • Deaths  from  this  cause  represented  27%  of  deaths  from 
all  causes;  the  figure  for  1971  was  2^% 

The  Infant  Mortality  rate  was  9 (15  in  1971)*  Eor  England  and 
Wales  the  rate  was  17  (I8  in  1971) • 

With  regard  to  Infectious  Diseases,  there  were  three  cases 
of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  one  case  of  non-pulmonary 
tuberculosis.  The  persons  suffering  from  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  were  females  aged  46,  60  and  82  years  respectively. 

One  case  of  malaria  was  notified  but  this  disease  had  been 
contracted  abroad. 

Information  was  received  of  suspected  anthrax  in  the  carcase 
of  a heifer  and  this  was  later  confirmed.  The  disinfection 
of  the  infected  area  and  the  disposal  of  the  carcase  was 
carried  out  by  the  Police  in  conjunction  with  the  Diseases 
of  Animals  Inspector.  A member  of  the  staff  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  was  present  during  this  operation. 
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During  the  year  information  was  received  from  the  Animal  Health 
Division  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  about 
the  isolation  of  Salmonella  typhimurium  from  rectal  swabs  from  cows. 


Investigations  were  carried  out  and  samples  of  milk  were  taken  and 
sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  bacteriological  examination. 
The  salmonella  organism  was  isolated  from  a sample  of  milk.  Also  it 
was  found  that  some  of  the  families  connected  with  the  farm  were 
carrying  the  same  organism.  Action  was  taken  in  respect  of  the 
milk  and  precautionary  measures  for  the  persons  carrying  the 
organism.  Repeat  samples  of  the  milk  were  taken  over  a period 
and  the  results  were  all  negative. 

I thank  the  other  Chief  Officers  for  information  they  have  provided 
me  with  for  my  Report,  and  the  staff  of  my  Department  for  their 
work  during  the  year.

The  Chanctonbury  Rural  District  comprises  l8  parishes  and  covers

Running  east  and  west  through  the  district  are  the  South  Downs 
rising  to  a height  of  approximately  80O  feet  at  Chanctonbury 
Ring  from  which  the  Rural  District  derives  its  name.  Two  river 
valleys,  the  Adur  and  the  Arun  cut  through  this  range,  the  River 
Adur  finding  its  outlet  to  the  sea  at  Shoreham-by-Sea,  and  the 
River  Arun  at  Littlehampton. 

The  District  is  mainly  residential,  the  countryside  being  most 
attractive  and  with-a  history  dating  back  to  prehistoric  times. 

Industrial  undertakings  include  3^  factories  and  mills  and  9 
mineral  producing  heraditaments.

CHEST  RADIOGRAPHY  SERVICE  During  1972  the  Surrey  Chest  Radio- 
graphy Unit  paid  weekly  visits  to  Pulborough  (car  park  by  the 
Public  Library  off  Lower  Street)  on  Wednesday  afternoons. 

397  persons  were  X-rayed.  These  were  referrals  from  general 
medical  practitioners.  2 females  were  foimd  to  be  suffering 
from  significant  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  7 males  were  found 
to  have  primary  lung  cancer.  The  attendance  figures  may  include 
persons  from  adjoining  districts. 
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INTERNATIONAL  HEALTH  REGULATIONS 


The  Public  Health  (Ships)  Regulations  1970  and  the  Public  Health 
(Aircraft)  Regulations  1970,  both  of  which  revoked  earlier 
Regulations,  came  into  operation  on  1st  March  1971 • 

Four  diseases  are  quarantinable,  namely,  smallpox,  cholera, 
plague  and  yellow  fever.  Other  diseases  are,  however,  subject 
to  international  surveillance;  these  inclu(^e  typhoid  fever, 
poliomyelitis  and  malaria. 

Vaccination  requirements  for  foreign  travel  vary  with  the 
country  which  the  traveller  is  entering. 

With  regard  to  travellers  entering  the  United  Kingdom,  provisions 
made  under  the  Public  Health  (Ships)  Regulations  and  the  Public 
Health  (Aircraft)  Regulations  empower  medical  officers  at  seaports 
and  airports  to  require  the  production  of  a valid  international 
certificate  of  vaccination  against  smallpox,  cholera  and  yellow 
fever  from  any  traveller  arriving  from  an  endemic  or  locally 
infected  area  for  these  diseases.  Any  traveller  who  cannot  produce 
a valid  certificate  of  vaccination  against  the  relevant  disease  on 
arrival  in  this  country  may  be  offered  vaccination  and,  if  he 
refuses,  he  may  be  placed  under  surveillance  (medical  supervision) 
or,  if  he  comes  from  a locally  infected  area,  be  kept  in  isolation. 

In  1972?  in  accordance  with  the  above-mentioned  Regulations,  notices 
were  received  from  medical  officers  at  seaports  and  airports  regarding 
four  travellers  arriving  in  this  country  from  a locally  infected 
smallpox  area  without  valid  certificates  of  vaccination  against  smallpox. 
On  arrival  in  the  District,  these  travellers  were  kept  under  surveillance 
for  the  appropriate  period. 

Travellers  leaving  the  United  Kingdom  for  any  country  where  the 
International  Health  Regulations  apply,  are  required  to  present 
a valid  certificate  for  authentication  by  the  local  authority. 

In  1972,  approximately  lOOO  such  certificates  were  presented  and 
they  were  duly  authenticated.  The  certificates  were  of  vacciriatidn 
against  smallpox  and/or  cholera.  Certificates  of  vaccination  against 
yellow  fever  are  authenticated  in  Brighton  at  the  Centre  where  the 
yellow  fever  vaccination  is  carried  out.

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  Chanctonbury  Rural  District  receives  its  public  water  supply 
from  the  North  West  Sussex  Water  Board  which  covers  an  area  of 
37^  square  miles  and  serves  a population  of  l8l,000, 

I aun  indebted  to  Mr.  T.  R.  Elson,  C.Eng. ,M,I.C.E. ,M.I.Mech.E, , 
F.I.W.E. ,M.B. I.M. , Engineer  and  Manager  and  Clerk  of  the  North 
West  Sussex  Water  Board  for  his  Annual  Report  on  the  Board’s 
supply  for  the  year  ended  31st  March  1973?  extracts  from  which 
and  Tables  from  which  I give  below  and  on  following  pages* 

"A  total  of  4,272  (4,694)  bacteriological  and  2,093  (2,109) 
chemical  samples  have  been  examined  in  the  period  under  review, 
the  figures  in  parentheses  being  the  1971/72  totals.” 

’’Chemical  Analyses  Average  chemical  analyses  for  raw  and  final 
waters  at  the  Board's  Pumping  Stations  have  been  set  out  in 
tabular  form.”  The  Table  on  page  I8  shows  the  analyses  for  the 
Final  Waters. 

’’Several  different  methods  of  analysis  have  been  introduced  during 
the  year.  Sulphate  is  now  determined  turbidi -metrically  rather  than 
gravimetrically.  Iron  and  manganese  are  now  determined  by  atomic 
absorption  rather  than  colorimetrically . Aluminium  is  still 
determined  colorimetrically  but  on  samples  that  have  been  hydrolised, 
thus  the  amount  of  aluminium  found  may  have  risen  on  final  water 
analyses,” 

’’Bacteriological  Examination.  Table  No.  II  (which  is  on  page  19) 
has  been  prepared  to  show  the  bacteriological  purity  of  water 
entering  the  distribution  system  (final  water)  and  at  various 
points  in  the  distribution  system  including  consumers’  premises. 

The  bacteriological  quality  of  the  raw  waters  prior  to  treatment 
is  given  for  comparison. 

One  change  of  tedhnique  has  been  made  during  the  year:  the 
substrate  for  membrane  incubation  has  been  changed  to  0.4^ 
enriched  Teepol  broth  (previously  McConkey  membrane  broth  was  used) . 

Certain  comments  are  required  on  Table  II  as  follows 

(i)  Final  waters  from  three  treatment  plants  have 

dropped  below  the  ideal  standard  of  100^  of  samples 
to  be  free  of  coliforms.  On  the  three  occasions 
that  this  occurred,  repeat  samples  showed  coliform 
to  be  absent.  Mention  should  be  made  that  the 
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Nutbourne  Station  operated  for  only  44  hours 
during  the  year,  and  for  this  source  the  73% 
colifonn  free  figure  represents  one  sample  which 
was  shown  to  have  coliform  organisms  present. 

(ii)  The  difficulties  mentioned  in  the  two  previous 
Annual  Reports  on  distribution  samples  have  not 
been  encountered  this  year.  There  are  two  reasons 
for  this,  firstly  Henley  Service  Reservoir  has  been 
fed  from  the  Rother field  supply  during  the  year, 
hence  there  has  been  no  sodium  hexa  meta  phosphate 
in  the  reservoir,  and  secondly,  in  the  case  of 
Itchingfield  Service  Reservoir,  the  reduced  dose 

of  sodium  hexa  meta  phosphate  applied  at  Hardham 
has  meant  a lower  concentration  of  this  material 
in  the  reservoir. 

(iii)  New  mains  are  not  passed  as  fit  for  service  until 
satisfactory  bacteriological  results  are  obtained. 
However,  the  trend  to  lower  percentages  of  new 
mains  giving  satisfactory  samples  upon  the  first 
sampling  should  be  noted.  In  the  past  four 
Annual  Reports  the  percentage  of  coliform  free 
samples  has  declined  from  84  - 72  - 68.2  to  this 
year's  58.9*  This  problem  may  be  connected 

with  the  increased  use  of  uPVC  piping  and 
associated  joint  lubricant.  The  Water  Research 
Association  have  developed  a new  lubricant  "Medlube" 
to  deal  with  the  problem.  The  routine  new  main 
sterilising  methods  are  also  being  changed  to 
achieve  better  results." 

"Complaints  and  Enquiries 

The  usual  types  of  complaints  have  been  investigated  including 
taste,  odour,  corrosion,  discolouration  and  animals.  Requests 
for  typical  analyses  have  been  received  from  time  to  time  and 
these  have  been  supplied  wherever  possible.  Private 
individuals  sometimes  ask  for  analyses  of  private  sources  and 
these  are  carried  out  on  a fee  paying  basis.  Several  requests 
have  been  received  about  the  hardness  of  the  water  in  order 
that  dishwashing  machines  may  be  set  up  correctly.  The 
majority  of  consumers  have  been  pleased  to  learn  that  their 
water  supply  is  softer  than  the  minimum  hardness  settings  on 
these  machines." 


During  1972,  24  samples  of  water  from  the  public  water  supply 
were  taken  by  the  Public  Health  Department,  and  sent  to  the 
Public  Analyst  for  examination.

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  service  in  connection  with  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  is  the 
responsibility  of  the  Council's  Surveyor. 

Main  Drainage  Works  proceeded  to  connect  properties  to  the  newly 
completed  sewer  in  the  ^eath  Common  area  of  Ashington  and 
Washington. 

The  main  drainage  scheme  to  serve  the  hamlet  of  Wiston,  including 
sewers  and  a disposal  plant  was  completed,  thereby  affording  main 
drainage  facilities  for  a further  24  properties. 

Planning  of  the  scheme  to  extend  main  drainage  in  the  Steyning, 
Bramber  and  Upper  Beeding  area  reached  an  advanced  stage  with  a 
view  to  tenders  being  accepted  in  1973*  The  work  includes 
provision  of  main  drainage  in  the  Maudlyn  and  Clays  Hill  area  of 
Bramber,  enlargement  of  the  pumpihg  station  in  Church  Lane,  Upper 
Beeding,  and  the  rising  main  to  the  outfall,  together  with 
improvements  and  enlargements  of  the  outfall  works. 

Preparation  of  the  Chantry  Lane  main  drainage  scheme  in  the 
parish  of  Sullington  was  authorised  and  tender  documents  in 
course  of  preparation.  This  scheme  will  provide  main  drainage 
at  a further  seven  private  properties  and  one  factory. 

Cesspools  Resulting  mainly  from  main  drainage  facilities 
becoming  available  in  the  Heath  Common  area  of  Ashington  and 
Washington  and  in  the  hamlet  of  Wiston,  a further  101  properties 
were  connected  to  main  drainage  during  1972. 

Seven  new  properties  were  constructed  in  areas  where  no  main 
drainage  exists. 

Taking  into  account  the  seven  newly  erected  dwellings, 
together  with  a further  nine  cesspools  at  existing  premises,  the 
total  number  of  cesspools  or  septic  tanks  in  the  District 
requiring  servicing  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  1,239» 

The  Council  provides  a cesspool  emptying  service  and  offers 
four  free  emptyings  annually.  Additional  emptying  is  under- 
taken but  is  charged  to  the  applicant. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

This  service  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Council's  Surveyor. 

A refuse  collection  service  is  provided  over  the  whole  of  the 
Rural  District;  approximately  949^  of  properties  now  have  weekly 
refuse  collections  and  the  remainder  a fortnightly  collection. 
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The  work  is  arranged  in  six  collection  rounds  and  undertaken  by 
four  No.  60  c.  yd.  Compaction  Compression  refuse  collection 
vehicles,  1 No,.  45  c.  yd,  9^mpaction  Compression  vehicle  and 
1 No.  40  c.  yd.  Compactioi^' Compression  vehicle.  A 55  c.  yd. 
Compaction  Compression  v^icle  and  one  No.  l8  c.  yd.  Fore  and  Aft 
Tipper  are  held  in  reserve. 

Collection  is  made  from  the  rear  of  the  premises  and  carried  out 
by  the  skep  system. 

The  disposal  of  refuse  is  by  means  of  controlled  tipping  at 
three  sites  within  the  District. 

A special  vehicle  equipped  with  a Hiab  crane  is  employed  for  bulk 
collections  from  households,  shops  and  business  premises,  such 
collections  being  undertaken  on  request.  A nominal  charge  is  made 
for  this  service.

PRIVATE  WATER  SUPPLIES 

A number  of  properties  in  the  District  have  private  water  supplies 
and  samples  were  taken  from  these  at  intervals  during  1972.  As  to 
be  expected, the  reports  on  examination  of  these  samples  varied 
greatly  according  to  weather  and  other  factors  from  a satisfactory 
result  to  one  that  showed  the  water  was  grossly  contaminated. 

A few  of  these  private  supplies  have  chlorination  plants  but 
maintenance  of  these  is  not  carried  out  regularly  and  the  expected 
chlorination  results  are  not  achieved.

DRAINAGE  - Section  39  Public  Health  Act  193^ 


In  accordance  with  the  provision  of  this  Section  Notices  were 
served  on 

(1)  The  owner  of  Lezant,  De  Braose  Way,  Upper  Beeding, 

requiring  the  abolition  of  the  cesspool  and  the 
connection  of  all  foul  drainage  from  the  building 
to  the  sewer.

watercourse  at  Nye timber  Farm,  West  Chiltington, 
being  in  such  a state  as  to  be  prejudicial  to  health 
or  a nuisance.  The  nuisance  was  abated  following  the 
Notice. 

b)  Unsatisfactory  drainage  arrangements  at  North  Fam 

caused  a serious  nuisance  and  danger  to  members  of 
the  public  and  animals,  by  reason  of  crude  sewage 
discharging  into  a ditch  running  parallel  to  the 
A. 24  for  about  ^ mile.  Proposals  were  put  forward 
by  the  owners  for  dealing  with  the  foul  drainage  but 
the  implementation  of  these  were  delayed  and  the 
service  'of  a Notice  was  authorised  requiring  abatement 
of  a statutory  nuisance  at  North  Farm,  Washington, 
arising  from  the  watercourse  being  in  such  a state  as 
to  be  prejudicial  to  health  or  a nuisance.  It  was  not 
however  necessary  to  serve  the  Notice  since  the  owners 
had  discontinued  the  use  of  the  watercourse  and  filled 
it  in. 

REPLACEMENT  OF  EARTH  CLOSETS  BY  WATER  CLOSETS  - Section  47 
Public  Health  Act  1936 

In  accordance  with  Section  47  of  the  Public  Health  Act  1936  a 
Notice  was  served  in  respect  of  the  Homestead,  Coldwaltham, 
requiring  the  owner  to  replace  the  earth  closet  by  a water  closet

In  default  the  Council  carried  out  the  work,  one  half  of  the 
expenses  reasonably  incurred  being  recovered  from  the  owner. 


FILTHY  PREMISES  AND  ARTICLES  - Sections  83  and  8^  Public  Health 

Act  1936 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Sections  83  and  84  of  the 
Public  Health  Act  1936,  a Notice  was  served  in  respect  of  premises 
known  as  Horton  Corner  Cottage,  Small  Dole,  being  in  such  a filthy 
or  unwholesome  condition  as  to  be  prejudicial  to  health;  also  in 
respect  of  certain  contents  of  the  premises.  The  Notice  was  not 
complied  with  and  in  default  the  Council  carried  out  the  work.

MORTUARY 

There  is  no  Public  Mortuary  in  the  District.  Since  April  1969 
the  Council  has  jointly  shared  with  the  South  West  Metropolitan 
Hospital  Board,  and  the  Councils  of  Shoreham-by-Sea  and  Southwick 
Urban  District,  the  mortuary  facilities  at  Southlands  Hospital 
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This  followed  a scheme  formulated  in  1968  which  included  the 
upgrading  of  the  mortuary  at  Southlands  Hospital  Jointly  by  the 
Metropolitan  Regional  Hospital  Board  and  the  Councils. 

The  Southlands  mortuary  serves  the  greater  part  of  the  District; 
facilities  at  the  mortuary  at  Horsham  are  used  for  certain  areas. 

In  1972  the  number  of  bodies  from  the  Chanctonbury  District 
received  into  the  mortuary  at  Southlands  Hospital  was  22. 

AIR  RAID  SHELTER 

A request  was  received  for  the  demolition  of  an  air  raid  shelter 
in  College  Road,  Upper  Deeding.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
reported  that  on  an  inspection  of  it  she  was  of  the  opinion  that 
the  air  raid  shelter  was  a danger  to  health. 

In  accordance  therefore  with  the  provisions  of  Civil  Defence 
Circular  No.  l4/l968,  the  Council  arranged  for  the  air  raid  shelter 
to  be  removed  at  public  expense. 

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949 


In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Sections  4 and  22  of  the 
Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act  1949,  Notice  was  served  in  respect 
of  recurring  infestation  of  rats  at  29  Roman  Road.  There  were 
certain  circumstances  which  delayed  the  carrying  out  of  the  work 
but  eventually  the  Notice  was  complied  with. 

On  Page  25  is  a copy  of  the  Annual  Report  on  Rats  and  Mice. 

SEWER  BAITING 

Sewer  baiting  was  carried  out  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  District 
and  this  revealed  minor  infestations  which  were  successfully 
treated. 

At  the  Steyning  Memorial  Playing  Field  a recurring  major 
infestation  was  traced  to  a defective  sewer.  Repair  works  to 
the  sewer  were  carried  out  and  treatment  was  continuing  at  the 
end  of  the  year. 

A recurring  major  infestation  was  also  found  in  the  Steyning  High 
Street  and  this  was  successfully  treated. 
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PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT  19^9 


The  purpose  of  this  Act  is  to  make  permanent  provision  for 
preventing  loss  of  food  by  infestation.  Under  this  Act,  the  Local 
Authority  must  take  such  steps  as  may  be  necessary  to  secure  as  far 
as  practicable  that  their  district  is  kept  free  from  rats  and  mice 
and  must  keep  such  records  and  make  such  reports  relating  to  their 
functions  under  this  part  of  the  Act  as  may  be  required  by  any 
directions  given  by  the  Minister  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food. 

In  1972,  complaints  received  numbered  629  and  a total  of  2,105 
inspections  were  made  by  the  Rodent  Operator.

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PET  ANIMALS  ACT  19^1

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948 

and 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  (AMENDMENT)  ACT,  19^1 

Unfortunately  it  was  necessary  to  invoke  the  provisions  of  the 
above  Acts  during  the  year  in  the  case  of  a lady  in  her  late  eighties 
living  with  her  daughter.  The  house  was  neglected  and  in  a filthy 
condition  and  action  had  to  be  taken  for  these  conditions  under  Sections 
83  and  84  of  the  Public  Health  Act  1936. 

The  circumstances  requiring  action  under  the  National  Assistance 
Acts  was  the  inadequate  heating  of  the  house  in  the  winter  months,  thus 
exposing  the  old  lady  to  the  risk  of  hypothermia,  so  in  December  1972 
a Magistrate's  Order  was  obtained  under  Section  1 of  the  Amendment  Act 
1951  for  her removal  to  Worthing  Hospital. 

The  Order  was  for  an  initial  period  of  three  weeks  and  at  the  end  of  this 
period  it  was  extended  for  a period  of  three  months  and  again  for  a 
period  of  six  weeks,  following  which  no  application  for  renewal  was 
made  by  the  Council. 

Following  the  return  home  of  the  old  lady  frequent  visits  were  made 
by  officers  of  the  various  services  concerned.

An  investigation  was  made  of  the  complaints  and  the 
vendors  of  the  food  in  question  were  informed  and  invited  to  submit 
their  explanations.  In  a number  of  cases  the  food  was  submitted  to 
the  Public  Analyst  for  examination  and  report.

CREAM 

There  are  two  tests  usually  carried  out  on  cream.  The  phosphatase 
test  for  the  adequacy  of  the  heat  treatment  and  the  methylene  blue 
test  for  the  standard  of  cleanliness  in  handling.  These  are  not 

statutory  tests. 

In  1972,  32  samples  of  pasteurised  cream  (i.e.  heat  treated)  were 
submitted  for  the  tests;  26  satisfied  the  phosphatase  test  and 
6 failed  it;  21  satisfied  the  methylene  blue  test  and  11  failed  it. 

12  samples  of  raw  cream  were  submitted  for  the  methylene  blue  test; 

8 satisfied  it  and  4 failed  it. 
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EXAMINATION  AND  SEIZURE  OF  SUSPECTED  FOOD 


Section  9 of  the  Act 

Section  9 of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955  relates  to  the  examination 
and  seizure  of  suspected  food.  An  authorised  officer  of  a Council 
may  at  all  reasonable  times  examine  any  food  intended  for  human  con- 
sumption which  has  been  sold,  or  is  offered  or  exposed  for  sale,  or 
is  in  the  possession  of,  or  has  been  deposited  with  or \ consigned  to, 
any  person  for  the  purpose  of  sale  or  of  preparation  for  sale,  and 
if  it  appears  to  him  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption,  may  seize  it 
and  remove  it  in  order  to  have  it  dealt  with  by  a Justice  of  the 
Peace. 

No  formal  action  was  necessary  under  this  Section  during  the  year, 
but  requests  were  received  from  trades  people  for  examination  of 
suspected  food.

Local  authorities  have  duties  in  relation  to  housing  under  the 
Public  Health  Acts  1936  and  I96I  and  the  Housing  Acts.  Under  the 
Piiblic  Health  Act  1936  the  main  action  is  in  respect  of  Nuisances 
- their  discovery  and  abatement.  These  are  dealt  with  elsewhere 
in  this  report.  Other  aspects  of  housing  are  provided  for  in  the 
Housing  Acts  1937  and  I969  and  other  relevant  Acts. 

The  Housing  Act  1937  makes  provision  for  securing  the  repair, 
maintenance  and  sanitary  condition  of  houses;  for  clearance  and 
redevelopment;  for  the  abatement  of  overcrowding  and  for  the 
provision  of  housing  accommodation. 

The  Housing  Act  I969  makes  further  provision  for  grants  for  the 
improvement  of  houses  and  their  repair.  It  also  makes  provisions 
in  respect  of  houses  in  multiple  occupation;  for  payments  in 
relation  to  unfit  houses  subject  to  compulsory  clearance,  demolition 
or  closing  orders.  It  confers  powers  on  local  authorities  to 
improve  living  conditions  by  improving  the  amenities  of  areas  or 
of  dwellings  therein. 

Below  is  set  out  certain'.  of-''the/v.Jir^o'\Kisions  of  the  main  housing 
Acts  and  particulars  of  matters  in  relation  thereto  dealt  with 
in  1972.

SHOPS  -and-  OFFICES 


Under  the  Factories  Act  I96I,  District  Councilshave  certain 
responsibilities  in  connection  with  general  health  and  welfare 
provisions  in  factories. 

In  the  case  of  non-power  factories  i.e.  where  mechanical  power  is 
not  used,  the  duties  are  concerned  with  the  provisions  relating  to 
cleanliness,  overcrowding,  temperature,  ventilation,  drainage  of 
floors  and  sanitary  conveniences. 

In  power  factories,  i.e.  where  mechanical  power  is  used,  the  only 
duty  of  the  District  Council  relates  to  sanitary  conveniences,  the 
other  health  provisions  being  the  responsibility  of  H.M.  Inspector 
of  Factories  who  is  also  responsible  in  both  types  of  factories 
for  the  requirement  relating  to  suitable  and  sufficient  lighting. 

District  Councils  are  also  responsible  for  enforcing  the  provisions 
of  the  Act  relating  to  outwork,  which  is  dealt  with  in  Sections 
133  and  13^1  Part_  VIII  of  the  Act.  The  classes  of  outwork  to  which 
the  provisions  relate  are  specified  by  Regulations  made  by  the 
Secretary  of  State  for  Employment  and  Productivity. 

Section  133  oT  the  Act  requires  the  occupier  of  every  factory,  and 
every  contractor  employed  by  any  such  occupier  in  the  business  of 
the  factory,  to  keep  in  prescribed  form  and  manner  lists  showing 
the  names  and  addresses  of  all  persons  employed  by  them  as 
outworkers. 

A copy  of  the  list  is  required  to  be  sent  to  the  district  council 
in  whose  district  the  factory  is 'situated,  and  if  the  place  of 
employment  of  the  outworker  is  outside  the  district  in  which  the 
factory  is  situated,  the  council  of  that  district  is  required  to 
forward  the  name  and  address  of  any  outworker  to  the  appropriate 
district  council. 

Section  13^  of  the  Act  applies  to  the  employment  of  persons  in 
unwholesome  premises.

NATIONAL  HEALTH  SERVICE  ACT  1946 

The  National  Health  Service  Act  19^6  makes  provision  for  the  services 
listed  below: 


Hospital  and  Specialist  Services  (Part  II  of  the  Act) 


The  provision  of  hospital  and  specialist  services  in  the  District 
is  the  responsibility  of  the  South  West  Metropolitan  Regional 
Hospital  Board.  The  Worthing  Group  Hospital  Management  Committee 
set  up  under  this  Board  carries  out  the  day-to-day  administration 
of  the  hospitals  which  serve  the  District.  These  hospitals  are:

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General  Medical  and  Dental  Services  (Part  IV  of  the  Act) 


The  National  Health  Services  Executive  Council  is  the  Authority- 
responsible  for  exercising  functions  etc.  with  respect  to  the 
provision  of  services  under  this  part  of  the  Act.  The 
Executive  Council  operates  from  175 i Broyle  Road,  Chichester. 

Health  Centre 

There  is  one  Health  Centre  in  Shoreham-by-Sea,  situated  in 
Pond  Road.  This  "was  the  first  Health  Centre  to  be  opened  in 
West  Sussex  and  came  into  use  during  February  and  March  1970. 

The  West  Sussex  County  Council  Health  Services  operate  from 
the  Centre,  and  ten  general  medical  practitioners  working  in 
the  National  Health  Service  practice  from  the  Centre  where  ten 
consulting  G.P.  suites 'are  provided. 


LOCAL  AUTHORITY  SOCIAL  SERVICES  ACT,  1970 

Personal  social  services  are  provided  and  administered  by  the 
West  Sussex  County  Council  through  their  Social  Services  Department. 
These  include  the  care  of  children  deprived  of  a normal  home  life; 
services  for  old  people;  service's* for  blind  and  partially-sighted 
persons;  for  physically  handicapped  persons;  for  mentally  handicapped 
persons;  the  home  help  service;  and  services  for  homeless  families. 

As  regards  the  administration  of  these  services,  the  Chanctonbury 
District  is  divided  into  two  parts.  One 'part  comprises  Ashurst, 
Bramber,  Henfield,  Shermanbury,  Steyning,  Upper  Beeding  and 
Woodmancote,  and  for  this  part  the  services  are  opera-ted  from  the 
Shoreham  Area  Office,  Franklin  House,  Franklin  Road,  Shoreham-by-Sea. 
The  other  part  of  the  District  comprises  the  remainder 'of  the  parishes 
and  the  services  are  operated  from  the  Horsham  Area  Office,  1 Norfolk 
Road,  Horsham.  ^
